Des Plaines Finds 
New Method To 
Tax Businessmen 


The Des 
Plaines 
city council 
last week, investigated a new tax 
I in an effort to increase the tax 
I funds of th at city. This tax would 
| be placed upon the owners of com­ 
mercial driveways about the city, 
the fee being classed as “annual 
inspection.” 
The $5 tax would 
perm it commercial driveways 16 
feet wide with a 20 foot lim it at 
the curb. 
Any larger driveways 
would be charged $10. 
The only question raised by the 
councilmen was w hether it would 
be enforced. 
The new ordinance, 
now in prelim inary d raft form, is 
on display at the city clerk’s office. 
Other action by the council was 
the abandonment of plans for a 
city-owned gasoline pump and re­ 
fusal of the use of the council cham­ 
bers to the Townsend group. The 
Des Plaines tire trucks, squad cars, 
and other city-owned vehicles use 
close to 1,000 gallons of gas a 
month, so it has long been thought 
a pump belonging to the city would 
save the taxpayers money. .Strong 
objections were raised by the 27 
retail oil dealers in the city and the 
idea was dropped. Advertisement 
for bids from the retail dealers for 
gas supply has been announced. 
Though the city council only this 
year put its official sanction on the 
Townsend Recovery plan, action 
this week has denied that group the 
use of the council chambers. Many 


objections had been raised among 
which that these cham bers should 
not be granted anyone on Monday 
nights. The reason expressed was 
th at the room should alw ays be 
available on th at night in case of 
regular or special m eetings of the 
council. 
A nother objection was th at tho 
Townsend plan had become as much 
of an issue as the Democratic and 
Republican parties, and therefore 
a precedent should not be estab­ 
lished. The previous endorsem ent 
by the city of the Townsend plan 
was severely criticized.

Isn’t he aware that some 
of our truck drivers have driven 
hundreds of thousands of miles 
without an accident of any kind? 


Doesn’t he know that truck com ­ 
panies and fleet owners are spend­ 
ing thousands of dollars for safety 
annually and that these dollars are 
an investm ent in safe 
driving? 
Doesn’t he know that the young 
men on these trucks are devoting 
a lot of their tim e to the develop­ 
ment of safety records that will be 
difficult to equal ? 
It is discouraging to have gov­ 
ernment officials give an opinion 
about some type of business when 
the facts prove just the opposite. 
This befuddling remark is entirely 
uncalled for and is direct unjusti­ 
fied criticism of the trucking and 
transportation industry.
